Frankfort, Ky., May 10— A 
bill that has attracted wides- 
pread attention passed the 
House pestonlay; it is the Fal- 
lis insurance bill and it provi- 
dos that insurance companies 
doing business in this State 
must pay in case of loss face 
value of their policies. Tho 
bill reads as follows: 

He it enacted by the Gener- 
al Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky: That in- 
surance companies, that take 
fire or storm risks on real prop- 
perty in this Commonwealth 
shall, on all policies issued af- 
ter this act takes efl. . i (in case 
of total loss thereof b\ fire or 
storm), be liable for the full es- 
timated value of the property 
insured, as the value thereof is 
fixed in the fa.»e of the policy; 
one in cases of partial loss of 
the property insured, tho lia 
bility of the company shall not 
exceed the actual loss of the 
party insured: Provided, that 
the estimated value of the pro- 
perty insured may bo dimin- 
ished to the extent of any de- 
preciation in the value of the 
property occurring between the 
dates of the policy and the loss: 
And provided further, that the 
insured shall be liable for any 
fraud he may practice in fix- 
ing the value of the property, 
if the company be misled 
thereby.

A Flood Wuve Chiicam Great 



Sioux City, Iowa, May 19. 
—A great flood disaster has 
overtaken Sioux City. This 
morning a great wave came 
down the Floyd river, which 
flows through the center of the 
city and empties into the Miss- 
issippi, and which was already 
swollen bank full. 

The wave came a few minu- 
tea after 7 o'clock. Warning 
had been given but a short 
time before to tho inhabitants 
of the low-lands, but only a few 
of them had been notified. 
The first intimation was a vol- 
ume of water spreading over 
the banks to a depth of three 
feet, and throwing a mist of 
foam from it. In a few minu- 
tes the water had risen above 
the first floors, and several 
thousand persons fled in ter- 
ror to the high ground. 

The loss of life in this city 
and vicinity is estimated at 
thirty or forty, and 8,000 peo- 
ple have been driven from 
their homes. Damage to pro- 
perty will amount to $1,600- 
000.

The officers took them into 
camp and landed them safely 
in tho county jail at Greenville 
An infurated mob demandet 
the criminals, having secured 
the murderers hung them to 
show their disapproval of such 
deeds. Tho result was three 
lifeless bodies hanging in mid 
air.— Karlington Bee.

A $50,000 monument to 
Columbus, designed by sculp- 
tor Howard Kretsehmar, of 
Chicago, will bo erected in 
Lake Front Park, which has 
been termed the "Gate way to 
the Exposition." It will boa 
statue in bronze twenty foot 
high, surmounting a granite 
pedestal thirty foot high. The 
monument will form the de- 
sign for souvenirs of the Ex- 
p >sition. 

Gen. J. II. Brinker, one of 
the alternate National Commit* 
sioners from Mississippi, has 
in his possession, and w ill ex- 
hibit at the Exposition, five 
bales of cotton that was raised 
by slave labor in 1862 3. 

Visitors to the Exposition 
will be able to go oomfortable 
and expeditiously from one 
part of the grounds to another 
and obtain advantageous views 
of the buildings. They may 
do this either in electric Vats 
through the lagoons, or by the 
intramural elevated electric 
railway. The contract for the 
latter has been awarded. 
There will be five miles of 
double track and stations at 
convient points. The route, 
as mapped out. runs from one 
end to the other of the grounds 
in a sinuous course. The fare 
will be five cents, and the ca- 
pacity of the road about XV 
0{/) an hour. 

The Bureau of the Ameri- 
can Republics has received in- 
formation that the Exposition 
Commissioners of Ecuador 
have had constructed a face 
simile of the famous palace of 
the Inca Perca, the ruins of 
which stand near the city of 
Quito. This beautiful struc- 
ture will be a conspicuous fea- 
ture of the Chicago Exposi- 
tion. 

Great Britain's building at 
the Expasition will be a typi- 
cal specimen of a picturesque, 
half-timbered English home of 
the time of Henry VIII, or 
about the period which the 
World's Fair will commemor- 
ate. It will be ninety feet 
square, two stories high, and 
built of red brick, heavy tim- 
ber and yellowish terra cotta, 
with red tiling for the roof. 

A project is being perfected 
at Melborne' Australia, where- 
by a large party of artisans of 
various carfta may be enabled 
to visit the Exposition at Chi- 
cago for study and pleasure 
combined. 

In the women's ehibit from 
South Dakota will be a life size 
statue of a Sioux Indian mai- 
den. The subject was Minne- 
haha, the eighteen year old 
daughter of Sitting Bear, who 
was prominent in the engage- 
ment with Gen. Custer's troops 
on the Little Big Horn. Min- 
nehaha fell in love with a lieu- 
tenant in the U. S. army at 
Fort Sully and died of a broken 
heart. 

Insurance aggregating more 
than $3,000,000 is now carried 
on the World's Fair build- 
ings. 

Th« Warschawskij Dujew- 
nik, a paper published in War- 
saw, Poland, describes a won- 
derful clock which will be ex- 
hibited in Chicago. The 
cloak is the result of six years 
of earnest work by a watch- 
maker, named Goldfaden, in 
Warsaw. It represent* a 
railroad station, with waiting 
rooms for travellers, telegraph 
and ticket offices, 



at the station. First 
telegraph operator does his 
work— issues the telegram to 
signify that the track is clear. 
Then the doors of the building 
are opened; the station-keeper 
ami bis assitant appear on the 
on the platform; at the ticket 
office the cashier is noticeable: 
the guards leave the signal- 
booth and hoist the barrier: a 
long row of passengers is ob- 
servable in front of the ticket 
office; baggage is hauled; one 
of the guards rings the bell and 
a train runs into the station. 
While the whistle of the loco- 
motive is blown, the train 
stops; a workman goes along 
the row of coaches and hits the 
axles with a hammer, w hile an- 
other one pumps water into 
the Water of the locomotive. 
After a third signal with the 
station-bell the train starts and 
disappears in a tunnel on the 
opoaite sice. The station- 
koopor and his assistant leave 
the platform and the doors of 
the depot building are doted, 
the guards enter their booths 
and quiet reighns. After fif- 
teen minutes the same trouble 
commences again. 

The$(JO,000 World's Fair 
appropriation, which Greece 
has made, will be devoted in 
large part to the preparation 
for exhibit of reproductions in 
cast of the many famous spe- 
cimens of ancient Greek art 
now owned by the government. 
These casts, it is announced, 
will be presented to one or 
more American museums after 
the Fair closes. 

A glass punch bowl, made 
by the glass blowers of Cork in 
L835, aud presented to Daniel 
O'Connell, the famous Irish pa- 
triot will appear in the exhibit 
from Cork. One side of the 
bowl bears O'Connell's initials 
and the other a representation 
of Cork, as it then existed. 

The Exposition, probably, 
will not have an Eiffel tower 
or anything approximating it 
in height; except the elevation 
o which the captive balloons 
will ascend. There will be, 
however, three observation 
towers about 300 feet high for 
the accommodation or visitors, 
who want to take a bird's-eye 
view of the grounds and build- 
ings. These towers will be of 
elaborate design and beautiful 
in appearance and will cost 
about $:i00,000.
